It occured to me that issuing my circular, ‘‘TO BARK OR NOT TO BARK”’ might result in some prompt

Mind if I “‘bark’’ some more about SILVACON? As I said before, I’ve experimented with various brands of bark — 
good, poor and indifferent. The brand used to pot several hundred hybrid divisions was indifferent. While the 
plants grew, they did not grow as well as they should. It tended to cake. The roots could not penetrate through 
it, so they ran around outside the bark, between it and the pot, making it difficult to find adequate food. 


About a month ago I shifted some to SILVACON. I did not really expect to see results from this shift immediately. 
Cattleyas are usually slow to show their response to even the most favorable treatment. 


But once again, SILVACON surprised me. I could see top growth improvement in two weeks. By now it is so start- 
ling the most casual observer spots it instantly. Normally, these divisions (mostly in 44-inch pots) would not re- 
quire repotting for another year.
